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Loving Allah and His Messenger 

Almighty Allah has created the emotions in human 
beings, there are many kinds of emotions such as angry, 
happiness, sadness, love etc. 

The human used to love things which is beneficial to 
him, a person loves to live and love to have relatives 
because it is beneficial to him. 

A person loves who are kind to him, and indeed Allah is 
very kind to us, if we try to count Allah’s bounties we 
could not enumerate them. They are countless. 

And the relation between human and his Lord is based 
upon love, if Allah wanted to force us to obey him he can 
do it. But Allah wanted from us to love him with personal 
initiative. 

Loving Allah is one of His right on human beings. 

Loving Allah and His Prophet ^ is inseparable, because 
loving Allah implies love for Mohammad^ . 

And we love the Prophet -is because he was the best one 

in character, because he was the most sincere and kindest 
person among all human beings. We love him for what 
he brought us: the guidance and the true religion. 

A person must love Allah and his messenger more than 
any thing in the world, Allah said in the Holy Quraan: “O 
Prophet say; “if your fathers, sons, brothers, wives, your 
relatives, the wealth you have obtained, the trade which 
you fear will decline, and the dwellings you love are 

“And you love wealth with immense love” (Quraan:89:20)

more beloved to you than Allah or his Messenger^ , and 

the struggle in his cause. Then wait until Allah brings his 
decision, and Allah does not guide the rebellions. (Quran 
:24) 

This verse shows the honor of having sincere love for 
Allah and His Prophetic . The love that a believer has for 

Allah must be greater than anything. The love that a 
believer has for Allah’s Messenger^ should be more 

than any other created being, such as love for family, 
children, parents and others. 

And the Prophet ^ said: “if anyone possesses three 

qualities, he will experience the sweetness of faith: Allah 
and His Messenger are dearer to him than anything else, 
to love someone only for Allah’s sake, and to hate 
relapsing into unbelief as he would hate being thrown 
into fire” (Sahih Bukhari and Sahih Muslim) 

And our love to Allah should not be just claims, but our 
love to Allah should have evidence. 

Allah has made signs for loving Allah exalted, when 
some unbelievers claimed the love of Allah, Allah 
revealed the verse “O Prophet say: “If you love Allah 
then follow me, Allah will love you and forgive your 
sins”(Quraan:) 

Thus Loving Allah and his Messenger is one of the basic 
of faith and our love should be with evidence, not just 
with claims. 

The Prophet said “Everyone will be with those whom he loves” 
(Sahih Al-Bukhari: 6168) 
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Uthman Bin Affan ^ 

His name is Uthman Bin Affan Bin Abu Hafs Bin 
Umayya and his nickname was Abu Abdullah, and he 
was designated as Zun-Nurain, because he married two 
daughters of Prophet [Peace Be upon Him]. 

He was bom in Taif before six years of elephant year in a 
rich family, neither he worshiped any idol nor he drank 
alcohol throughout his life. 

He took care of the business of his father which he 
inherited, and went to Syria and Abyssinia, and 
associated other than Arabs, and become a powerfull man 
in Quraish. 

He embraced Islam on Abu Bakr’s hand, at the age of 34. 
He was the fourth man who embraced Islam and became 
one of the first forerunners (toward Islam). 

He migrated with his wife Ruqayyah to Abyssinia, then 
to Madinah, and he was with Prophet in every battle 
except Badr, because the Prophet’s daughter (his wife) 
was sick, so the Prophet ordered him to stay in Madinah 
for caring her, and Prophet counted him among the 
people of Badr. 

The Prophet loved him because of his shyness, good 
characters, the best companionship, generosity, and his 
charity to help Muslims. 

The Prophet gave him the glad tidings that he would be 
in the Paradise and would be martyred. 

The Prophet said about Uthman: “Should I not show modesty to one 
whom even the Angels show modesty” (Sahih Muslim: 2401) 
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Uthman Bin Affan 

And He was having more knowledge among companions 
about rituals, and memorized the Holy Quraan. 

He became third Caliph of Muslims after the death of 
Umar Bin Al-Khattab when his age was 68 years, 

and Muslims openly acknowledged him as sovereign in 
the Mosque of Prophet. 

The most important works he did during his caliphate 
are: conquering Marv (a state in Turkmenistan), Turkey, 
Iskandariyyah (Alexandria), Armenia, Khorasan etc. 

And during his caliphate the Prophet’s Mosque was 
expanded in the year 30 (A.H). 

He was the first who established Islamic Navy to protect 
Islamic costal area from the attacks of Byzantines. 

And He gathered the Holy Quraan, which is known as 
Mus’haf Uthman. 

He was martyred at the age 
of 82 on 18 th Zul-Hijjah, 35 
Hijri (Islamic calander), and 
buried in Al-Baqi. 

Uthman bin Affan was the 
longest-serving of 

the Rightly-Guided Caliphs, 

His duration of Caliphate was 12 years but one day less. 


The Prophet said about Uthman when he spent three hundred camels in the 
path of Allah: “It does not matter what Uthman does after it” (Tirmidhi:3700)
